July 17.—The constantly increasing 
strictness of tho censorship of press 
dispatches from Manila, which has 
prevented the cabling to the United

in a united effort on the part of cor- 
respondents here to secure nil abate- 
ment of. the rigor of the censorship. 
Tho initiative in tills direction was 
taken a month ago and resulted In 
the framing of a statement, which 
was presented on Sunday? July 0, to 
Major General Otis, commanding the 
military1 forces' of the United States 
in the Philippine islands, with a re- 
quest for permission to telegraph it 
to the United States, 


The correspondents also asked that 


• they be allowed lo cable to their re- 


spective papers all facts and the dif- 
ferent phases of events as they trans- 
pired here. The correspondents had 
two long interviews with General 
Otis, in the course of which they 
complained that the evident purpose 
o£':the censorship was not to keep 
Information from the enemy, but to 
keep from'the public a knowledge of 
the real conditions of affairs here. 


It is also asserted by the corres- 


pondents that newspapers printed in 
Manila, 
which reach the enem/ 


quickly, are permitted to publish 
statements similar to those which 
correspondents are forbidden to cable. 


It -was made clear to General Otis 


that'the objection was to the system
